“Graft” 
is said to have been rife in the man­ 
agement and settlement of strikes and 
thousands of dollars ure said to have 
been puid various labor leaders to call 
off labor troubles. 
So far the only 
thing that seems to be a fact is that 
Driscoll, the ex Team Owners’ associa­ 
tion secretary. Las testified that he had 
settled many strikes by having the 
“struck” firms puy the men for the 
time they had lost on strike, and con­ 
sidered It u perfectly square way to 
settle strikes. 
Then he is said to have testified that 
the owners of teams and the union 
teamsters combined so that none, em­ 
ployer or employe, could do any busi­ 
ness unless he belonged to one or the 
other of the combines, increasing the 
cost to the public of coal; that Shea 
was given SiMxjo to keep the team­ 
sters from joining the stock 
yards 
strike, failed to do so, but kept tho 
money. 
Shea laughed this story 
to 
scorn, and other labor leaders denied 
that any money had passed in strikes 
that was not justly due.

Committee to Elimi­ 
nate the Bureaucrat

Washington, June IT.—Tile 
presi­ 
dent has appointed a committee of live 
to report to him on improved methods 
of doing the public business in 
the 
various bureaus and departments. The 
scope and character of the work ex­ 
pected of the committee is indicated 
iii the following letter addressed, to 
Charles II. Keep, assistant secretary 
rf the treasury, by President Roose­ 
velt: 
“You are hereby designated as 
chairman of a committee, to consist 
in addition to yourself of the follow­ 
ing four gentlemen: 
Frank II. Hitch­ 


cock. urst assistant postmaster geuer- 
fii; Lawrence O. Murray, assistant sec­ 
retary of commerce and labor; James 
lh Garfield, commissioner of corpora­ 
tions. aud Gifford Pincliot, forester, 
department of agriculture, who are to 
investigate and find out what changes 
are needed to place the conduct of 
Hie executive business of the govern­ 
ment in all its branches on the most 
economical and effective basis in the 
light of the best 
modern 
business 
practice. 


Suggestiont the P resid en t M akes. 
“In making this investigation I would 
like you to have in view the securing 
of an improvement in business m eth­ 
ods." Among other suggestion for the 
improvement proposed, made by the 
president are the following:

China- from a political and social point of 
men, who, it is said, are being drilled 
and armed for service under the di­ 
rection of Kung Yu Wei. former Chi­ 
nese minister of war says the Pioneer 
Press. 
Complains that Chinamen are be­ 
ing drilled in violation of law were 
filed with the governor by a resident 
of St. Paul, whose name is withheld. 
The complainant says that Chinamen 
are being drilled in large cities in the 
United States by the former minis­ 
ter, and the natural inference from 
the complaint is that the movement 
L hacked by the Chinese emperor. 
The letter to the governor states 
that the Chinamen are drilled three 
times a week, and that Homer Lee, 
of Los Angles, Cal., is at the head 
of the movement in America. 
Gov. Johnson was not in the city 
yesterday, hut it was stated at bis 
office that the complaint will be in­ 
vestigated. 
It is not known whether 
the matter is one for state or federal 
action. 
In the event it U found that 
there is no state law prohibiting the 
arming of Chinamen, the matter will 
be referred to tile United States dis­ 
trict attorney for investigation. 
It is said that a secret reform move­ 
ment has been going on among the 
Chinamen in the United States for 
a year or more, and that it is this 
movement to which the government’s 
complainant refers. 
It is reported 
that the Chinamen are being (’rill­ 
ed for the most part by Americans, 
who are careful not to divulge the 
ultimate purpose of the movement. 
It is vaguely hinted that the move­ 
ment is backed by the Chinese em­ 
peror, who wishes to 
bring 
about 
certain reforms that are opposed by 
the dowager empress. To effect these 
reforms, 
it is said, 
the 
emperor 
deems that an armed force is neces­ 
sary, and according to the rumor, he 
has chosen America as the field of 
operation. 
Several residents of Minnesota have 
been offered official positions in this 
reform movement. 
A prominent pol­ 
itician in the western part 
of the 
state was offered a lieutenancy, 
if 
he would agree to drill a certain 
number of 
Chinamen.
